8. Resolved, That we deprecate any attempt on 
the part of the Government to make Mexico an in- 
tegral part of the United States, by conquest. 1st. 
Because, it would incorporate as a portion of the 
population of the United States, between eight and 
nine million of people, of different races and lan- 
guage, without their consent, and with customs and 
habits dissimilar to our own, aud with the most bit- 
ter prejudices excited in their bosoms against us and 
our institutions; and, 2dly. Because, it would be in 
violation of that great principle w hich lies at the 
foundation of our free institutions, and which pro- 
claims the inalienable right of the people to select 
their own form of Government, to change or abolish 
it, and to institute a new one, laying its foundation 
on such principles, and organizing its powers in such 
form, as to them shall seem nioat likely to effect 
their safety and happiness; and, 3dly. Because, it 
would subject the Government of the United States 
to millions of money, annually, and endanger the 
perpetuity of the Union, by giving the control of 
our Government into the hands of a hostile people, 
composed of Indians, negroes and Spaniards, half 
bloods and mongrels. 

9. Resolved, That the cold blooded murder of our 
countrymen at Goliad, and the Alamo, while man- 
fully struggling for independence, by that ferocious 
ruffian, Santa Anna, is still fresh in our recollection; 
and the admission of this same bloody tyrant, through 
the American fleet, into 3Ie.\ico, by a free puss 
from the President of the Vnited States, deserves 
the indignant censure of every American patriot; 
and when we call to mind the thousands and tens of 
thousands which have since been rallied, by this bit- 
ter and determined foe of our country, and the pre- 
cious blood of our countrymen spilt upon the glorious 
fields of Buena Vista, at Cerro Gordo, at Contreras, 

• at Cherubusco, Mulino del Rey, at Chapultepec, and 
at the City of Mexico, and now see this same des- 
perate and determined leader, driven from the Capi- 
tal to the mountains, where he now remains, ready 
to murder the Peace Commissioners of his own 
country, if they should dare to treat with us — we 
feel that the President of the United Slates has 
taken upon himself a most fcarlui responsibility, and 
will, and should, be held to a strict account by the 
American people. 

10. Resolved, That we admire and approve the 
patriotism of those members of Congress, who, 
though they believed the war with Mexico was un- 
constitutionally commenced, yet voted ample sup- 
plies of men and means to relieve and sustain our 
gallant army, after the battles of Palo Alto and 
Resacade la Palma; and since the recognition, by 
Congress, of the war, we approve of its vigorous 
prosecution for its only legitimate object — an honor- 
able peace; but the people who fight the battles and 
pay the expenses of the war, are entitled to receive 
from the President a definite, a frank and plain avow- 
al of its ultimate objects, hitherto withheld.
